the Institute is constantly making 
examinations to detect the existence 
of plague-carrying rats: Every day 
in the year many rats are examin-| 
ed.

The rats are examin- 
ed at the mortuary, and any suspect- 
ed cases are taken to the laboratories 
ofthe Institute. where further tests 
are applied.

} facture vaccine for plague in quanti- I 
ties sufficient to take care of any 
outbreak. 

A regular system of analysis of the 
water supply of the Colony is main- 
tained, ro make sure that “it is not 
contaminated. Hongkong is noted 
for the excellence of its water supply, 
but this does" not .warrant.it io 
neglecting the usual precautions of 
regular and close examifiation. As 
it is‘now, the opinion was expressed 
that one can drink with safety, from 
any water main in the city. 

On the whole, oné who is interest- 
ed enough to ascertain ‘the actual 
state of affairs for himself, can not 
escape the impression, on a visit to

RAMUS PRINCIPLE. 


A PERTINACIOCS PIONEER. 
The Revererd Chacles “Meace 
Ramus, at the time Rector of Plar- 
den. Rye, Sussex, was the first in 
this country to suggest the adoption 
of stepped ‘inclined planes as the shape 
of the bottoms of ships, with a view 
to increase the speed. “His suggestion 
was sent to the Admiralty in April. 
1872, and was referred ‘for experi- 
ment and'report to Mr. W. Froude, 
who was then engaged at his model 
tank at Chelston Cross, Torquay, on 
those researches on surface friction 
ard ship resistancé, which are the 
foundations of the methods’now gener- 
ally employed. Mr. Froude’s -report 
showed thar at the time the adoption 
of the proposal was impracticable for 
the object in view. The progress in 
engineering scierce by the introdce- 
ios of the Internal combustion engine 
and its rapid improvemerit. has, how- 
ever permitted of the adoption of the 
Ramus proposal during the last 10 or 
15 years in the cénstruction of hydro- 
planes or skimmers and in the floats 
of sea plaries.

adoption of the proposal which he had 
urged in 1872 with so much pertina- 
city.
